WASHINGTON, Nor. 26.—()— 
Statistical indications of improving 
business were joined today by a new 
call upon President Roosevelt to is- 
sue a statement of New Deal objec- 
tives in furtherance of the move for 
effective co-operation between busi- 
ness leaders and the administration. 

C. L. Bardo, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
issued a statement asserting that busi- 


ness “must have more definite ideas 
as to the direction in which the gov- 
ernment is headed.” The government, 
he said, “must project a course that 
can actually be followed.” 

From the commerce department 
meanwhile came a report that Ameri- 
can export business for October 
reached its highest total since April, 
1931, The figure was $206,352,000 as 
compared with imports of $129,629,- 
000, producing a $76,723,000 balance 
of trade in favor of the United 
States. 


Improvement Reported.

The United States dele- 
gates do not appear disturbed by this 
since they are understood to believe 
the United States is in the best po- 
sition to outrace anyone if necessary.

UNION'S. CHARGES 
OF DISCRIMINATION 
HEARD BY BOARD 


Conflicting Testimony 
Taken on South Caro- 
lina Mills; Atlanta Case 
Slated for Today. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 26.—(4)— 
Conflicting views as to what consti- 
tutes discrimination were presented to 
the textile labor board today as it 
held its first formal hearing _ into 
charges southern textile mills failed 
to rehire union members when _ the 
plants reopened after the September 
strike. 

The complaint involves the Clinton 
and Lydia cotton mills at Clinton, 8. 
C. ‘Tomorrow the board will hear 
similar charges against the Atlanta 
Woolen Mills, of Atlanta, Ga. 

After the hearing today, the board 
announced that a written decision in 
the Clinton and Lydia cases probably 
will be rendered late this week. 

Not Taken Back. ‘ 

Union leaders at the two mills tes- 
tified they and other active members 
of the United Textile Workers were 
not taken back when the mills reopen- 
ed, but were told to come back later. 
They contended this meant dismissal, 
because, they said, when they were 
ready to go back they were told their 
jobs had been filled by “loyal work-

W. J. Bailey, acting president of 
the two mills, admitted some of those 
most active in the strike were told to 
come back later in order that the mill 
might have time to investigate their 
CARCS, 

He contended, however, this was 
not discrimination but a precaution, 
because during the strike electric cur- 
rent, shut off at the start of the walk- 
out, was mysteriously cut on and 
there was considerable trespassing on 
mill property. Both plants supply 
current to their employes. 

Truce Terms. 


The strike truce called for all em- 
ployes to be taken back as soon as 
possible provided they had not in- 
dulged in violence. : 

Peel said nearly 400 charges of vio- 
lation of the strike truce have been 
ledged against southern mills.

The specific charge against the Clin- 
ton mill was that four union leaders, 
including Paul Dean, president of the 
Clinton local, and T. J, Broome, vice 
president, were not given back ‘their 
jobs although approximately 400 oth- 
er union employes returned to work. 

Discrimination against 18 union 
leaders was charged to the Lydia mill 
where 280 employes went ou on strike.

South’s Pine Resources 
Exceed Expectations 


U. .S. Reports Pulp 


Georgia Alone Sufficient for Two- Thirds 
_ of Annual Newsprint Needs. 


Supply of Southeast

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov, 26.—()-- 
The dreams of richness in southern 
forest resources more than come true 
a a government report just received 

ere. 

The report indicates, according to 
paper experts. here, that there is 
enough pulpwood in the discarded 
pines of the naval tores industry in 
southeast Georgia alone to supply two 
thirds of the annual newsprint needs 
of the United States. 

The report is made by the southern 
forest survey staff, under Regional 
Director I, F. Eldredge, of the sonth 
ern forest experiment station, New 
Orleans. It covers the supply of pulp- 
wood in unit No, 1, which embraces 
30 counties of Georgia. 

This is part of a national survey 
authorized by congress. The Georgia 
unit is the first in a series of reports 
to cover southern timber resources 
from South Carolina to Texas, in- 
clusive. 

The Georgia figures are issued as 
“advance information” subject to cor- 
rection. But they ‘are said to be 
within three per cent of accuracy. The 
survey was started last December. so 
that its issuance now makes the info: 
mation immediately available to the 
commercial scouts said to be cruising

than ever before. 

The report states that indications 
are for 29,703,000 cords of pulpwood 
from pine in unit No. 1 of Georgia. 
and 15,263,000 cords of pulping hard- 
wood. 

Believing that naval stores will con- 
tinue to lay first claim to the trees 
producing turpentine, the survey fur- 
ther estimates the amount of pulp 
wood left in these trees for commer- 
cial use after they have been worked 
out for naval stores at 11,094,000 
cords. ; 

This is enough, together with the 
trees discarded each year by the naval 
stores industry for two-thirds of the 
annual newsprint needs of the United 
States, says Dr. Charles H. Herty 
director of the pulp and paper labora 
tory of the industrial committee of Sa 
vannah. It was the Savannah lab- 
oratory which showed that southern 
pines can make sulfite newsprint and 
all other grades of white paper. 

“All of this source of supply,” Dr. 
Herty said, “is within 100 miles of the 
seacoast. Not one tract there is more 
than five miles from an improved 
highway for trucking.” 

The New Orleans report is printed 
on white paper made from southern 
pines by the sulfite process. It is 
bound in kraft paper made from south. 
ern pines by the sulfite process, 


PIERCE SENTENCED 
10 DIEIN CHAIR 


Slayer of Stanley Dodge, 
Near Jonesboro, To Be 
Electrocuted Jan. 4. 


JONESBORO, Ga., Nov. 26.—Vie- 
tor Pierce, charged with the murder 
of Stanley Dodge last February, was 


sentenced to death Monday afternoon 
by a Clayton county jury which de-' 
liberated the casé 40 minntesand re- 
turned a “guilty as charged” verdict 
after only one ballot. 

The state charged that Pierce, with 
a companion, attempted to holdup 
Stanley Dodge at the Hollywood Villa 
on Jonesboro road, and shot Dodge to 
death when the latter resisted the rob- 
bery. 

He was sentenced to die in the elec- 
tric chair January 4, and a hearing for 
a new trial on motion of Pierce's at- 
torneys was set for December 15 by 
Judge James C. Davis.’ 

The pretty young widow of Stanley 
Dodge, a witness to the slaying of the 
husband to whom she had been mar- 
ried only a few weeks, positively iden- 
tified Pierce as Dodge’s slayer, as did 
Sammy Samples, 19, an employe of the 
roadhouse. 

Pierce admitted shooting the road- 
house proprietor because he said 
Dodge shot at him first and he was 
forced to kill to save his own life. 
Pierce was wounded twice in the af- 
fray, but escaped. He was caught 
later and escaped from Fulton tower. 
as did his companion in the fatal rob- 
bery attempt. Jack Gibson, who was 
recaptured and _ sentenced to life. 
Pierce was arrested a few weeks ago 
in Texas and was brought back for 
trial. PRs 
Prosecutor Claude Smith and Eldon 
Haldane. Atlanta attorney, demanded 
the death sentence for Pierce. The 
slayer was defended by O. J. Coogler, 
of Jonesboro.

The bride was the former Ruth 
Tiles, 17. She had sought a career 
in the movies under the name of Ruth 
Mary Armstrong. 

Her husband, Joseph L, Steinmetz. 
22, was found beside the bodies, col- 
lapsed. Price said he admitted the 
slayings. He will be arraigned to- 
morrow on a charge of homicide. 


Admits Shooting. 


The district attorney’s aid said 
Steinmetz told him: 

“The priest asked my wife down 
to his room to hear a confession... 
I followed them... my mind was 
in a whirl . .. and I shot them.” 

Steinmetz came to the United States 
in 1929 from Bucharest with his 
mother, who lives in. Brooklyn. He 
met Miss Armstrong on the west enast 
while he was studying for the minis- 


try at the Bible Institute in Los An- 


geles. 

They were married November 10 
in Tia Juana and came to New York 
on their honeymoon several days ago. 

Assistant District. Attorney Price, 
who assumed charge of the case, an- 
nounced these details: 

“Steinmetz and his wife registered 
in New York at the Knights of Colum- 
bus hotel. Either Jast Friday or Sat- 
urday. Steinmetz met the priest in 
the lobby. They spoke to each other 
and conversed on several occasions 
thereafter. 

Heavy Prinking. 

“Today. when Mr. and Mrs. Stein- 
metz went down to breakfast they met 
the priest and asked him up to their 
room. They had several drinks and 
talked for a couple of hours. In the 
course of this talk. Mrs. Steinmetz 
chanced to remark that she was reared 
a Catholic. 

“Rev. Leonard asked Steinmetz and 
his wife to lunch with him. Around 
12 noon, they went to a restanrant 
near the hotel, where they had several 
drinks, ending with a tomato juice 
cocktail. Then they returned to the 
Sieinmetz’ room. The priest went out 
and returned with a bottle of liquor 
and all drank some more. 

“Steinmetz said he felt tired and the 
priest suggested he Jay down for a 
while.

POLICE DECLARE 
EXPOSURE CAUSE 


Also Deny Finding Con- 
nection Between Slaying 


of Man and Woman and | 


Death of Three Girls. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Nov. 26.—(?) 
Major Cecil M. Wilhelm, deputy su- 
perintendent of state police, said to- 
night “As far as we are concerned” 
the death of a man and woman in 
Duncansville was “murder and sul- 
cide” and three girls, whose bodies 
were found in the mountains near 
Carlisle, died from exposure. | 

Commenting on published reports 
that state police had swerved to a 
theory that the man and woman in 
the Duncansville case and the three 
children were members of a family 
that had been slain, Wilhelm said 
state police will not change their opin- 
ions until “doctors tell us differently.” 

Members of the Carlisle detail also 
denied they were considering the the- 
ory that the five persons were .mem- 
bers of one family that had been slain, 

Major Wilhelm said: “"We have the 
best doctors in this part of the coun- 
try working on the case and we are 
replying on them to tell us. what 
caused the children’s deaths.” 

Meanwhile, John Ellwood Jones, of 
Cleveland, was closeted with troopers 
at Carlisle repeating his story that 
he saw the three children with a wom- 
an and a man in a sedan, being driv- 
en east on a detour near Lewistown. 
He identified the bodies in the morgue 
as those of the children he saw in the 
car.

RUM SAAR ISSUE 


SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Terri- 
tory, Nov. 26.—(P)— France, it was 
stated tonight in informed quarters, 
has virtually withdrawn from the Saar 
plebiscite fight, making a large nazi 
vietory probable in January. 

Foreign Minister Pierre Laval and 
Chancellor Hitler, said an unconfirmed 
report, have reached an understand- 
ing under which France agrees not 
to press the anti-nazi cause and to 
talk no more about sending the French 
army into the Saar. 

In return, according to this report, 
the nazis have agreed to negofiate a 
financial settlement for the Saar 
mines as soon as possible, 

Laval, it was said, has indicated 
both to Berlin authorities and to anti- 
nazis in the Saar that he is unwill-|m 
ing to continue the battle in favor 
of a status quo, which would leave 
the Saar under League of Nations 
jurisdiction, waged by his predecessor, 
the late Louis Barthou. 

Barthou was the mouthpiece for 
anti-nazis at Geneva in their effort 
to obtain if possible a district or 
two for France and prevent Hitler 
from obtaining an overwhelming ma- 
jority in the plebiscite. 

Laval, more interested in settling 
the financial problems now being dis- 
cussed at Romé, was not expected to 
give his active support to a request 
of the anti-nazis that the League 
council grant the right to hold a sec- 
ond plebiscite “after Hitler is gone’ 
should the Saar vote in January to 
continue indefinitely under the 
League. .

SIMMONS DISCUSSES 
NEW SALARY SYSTEM 


Revision of the salary system for 
five major departments of Fulton 
county so that a certain percentage 
of fees eollected shall be allocated in 
a lump sum for the conduct of those 
departments is in no sense institution 
of a “modified fee system,” J. Wal- 
ton Simmons, clerk of Fulton county 
court and proponent of the plan, told 


‘officers of the Atlanta League of! 


Women Voters Monday. 

Simmons explained the move as an 
effort on his part to place attaches 
of the various departments directly 
under the supervision of the depart- 
ment head, to allow the department 
head to fix salaries and to conduct 
the office for which he is responsible 
and to let employes know “their al- 
legiance and loyalty belong to the de- 
partment head and him only.” 


Under the present system, inaugw 
rated about 10 years ago on abolition 
of the former fee system, the Fulton 
county commission fixes all salaries 
of department heads and employes on 
recommendation of the department 
heads. Fees are collected as former- 
ly, but all employes are on what is 
termed a salary system. 

The Simmons proposal would allow 
each department head a lump sum 
of money each year, a certain per- 
centage of fees collected, to conduct 
his department as he sees fit with 
no responsibility to the commission or 
any other body. 

“It is unfortunate that this pro- 
posal has been called 'a ‘modified fee 
system’,” Simmons told league offi- 
cers, “It is not that. In fact it is 
only a modified salary system, which 
would give department heads, who 
now are morally, financially and I!e- 
gally responsible for the conduct of 
the various divisions, complete con- 
trol over their respective departments 
and over their employes. 

“When emergencies arise in the va- 
rious departments under the present 
plan, the department head would be 
able to put on the extra seed with- 
out delay.”

American republics of P. and 
Bolivia live on a warf ® 
are fighting each other in a district 
known as the Gran Chaco. It is said 
that the Gran Chaco is a huge, bleak 


human habitation, and it must be 
somewhat of a puzzle to most people 
why two natigns should be battling 
each other for its possession to the 
point where already 60,000 men have 
fallen. The explanation is, of course, 
that the Gran Chaco is a tremendous 
potential oil-field and that the two 
republics are merely. the pawns in a 
much bigger contest, namely, that be- 
tween the two giant oil trusts, the one 
American and the other British. 

In Europe, the war in the Gran 
Chaco is generally spoken of as a con- 
test of strength between Britain and 
be, the 
fact “remains that human beings are 
dying like flies out there. I haven’t 
seen any reports of American journal- 
ists who have gone down there to look 
things over. But there has just been 

ublished in Paris a series of articles 
y the well-known journalist, Mon- 
sieur Jean Alloucherie, who has man- 
aged to reach the front -by enlisting 
as a temporary lieutenant in the Par- 
aguayan army. What M. Alloucherie 
has to say is a shocking story. The 
death rate in both armies is so high 
that both Bolivia and Paraguay have 
come to the point where children are 
taken from school and sent out there 
into that killing heat of the Chaco to 
do the fighting. He saw _ entire 
trenches full with boys, 15, 16 years 
old, whimpering and trembling in fear 
of an enemy raid.

Lieutenants not older than 16 and 
17 years wept when they told M. Al- 
loucherie of their experiences and of 
the hopelessness of their situation. To 
be sent to the front down there means 
certain death, if not from enemy bul- 
lets then from disease and malnutri- 
tion. The region where the fighting 
is taking place is so far away from 
the two capital cities and the road 
thither is so impassable that it ac- 
tually takes months to get there. Medi- 
cal supplies and foodstuffs arrive at 
the front with the greatest difficulty 
and mostly in a_ spoiled condition. 
There is therefore no adequate treat- 
ment of the wounded, and so far as 
wounded enemy soldiers are concerned 
they are simply slaughtered or tram- 
pled to death. M. Alloucherie reports. 
Killing is the simplest way out. Both 
armies virtually live on the land, 
which means that they engage in pe- 
riodic raids on the nearest agricul- 
tural settlements, which happen to be 
settlements of Mennonites, who have 
settled there after the Russian revolu- 
tion. All standards of morality have 
broken down, reports the French 
journalists and the armies also raid

Comparative Strength. 


Bolivia has the best equipment, 500 
machine guns, a small fleet of tanks 
and even some bombing planes and 
liquid-fire outfits. Bolivian has, more- 
over, 40,000 men in the field, while 
Paraguay has but 10,000 men, and 
they are armed sorely with rifles and 
hatchets. Yet the Paraguayans, it ap- 
pears, have so far had the best of. it. 
The Bolivians are commanded by Gen- 
eral Hana Kundt. a German; his op- 
ponents are under leadership of Gen- 
eral Jose Esterribia, a gentleman who 
had his training at the Ecole Supe- 
rieure de la Guerre in Paris. 

Last year Esterribia inflicted a 
smashing defeat on the Bolivians. He 
made it appear that he. saw the fu- 
tility of fighting a superior army and 
withdrew. The’ Bolivians followed, but 
when they had been thoroughly en- 
meshed in a marshy region, Esterri- 
bia attacked. Two Bolivian divisions 
became separated and the whole army 
was cut off from its base. Ten thoun- 
sand Botivians were captured. Several 
attempts by the League of Nations 
and by the government of the United 
States to bring the war to a close have 
failed. So long as the money comes in, 
I presume, the fighting will go on.

“The present aircraft industry is 
not so established. 

“During the present development 
period it is desirable to deviate as lit- 
tle as possible from the fundamentally 
correct procurement method, there- 
fore, we respectfully suggest your con- 
sideration of the following: 

Points Cited. 


“Aircraft type directive prepared in 
complete form by a government agen- 
cy offered to the entire aircraft in- 
dustry for design competition. 

“Statements to the industry as a 
part of the aviation, that threg or 
more separate orders for one plane 
each would be let to the three or four 
best designers. 

“Contracts made as a result of the 
competition should be at cost plus a 
fixed profit or at a fixed equal price 
to all successful contractors as set by 
tle government and so announced 
with the invitation to bid. 

“For the quantity production orders 
the government would invite sealed 
bids from the three or four winners 
of the open design competition, there- 
by securing the great value to be 
derived from ¢omplete competition. 

“A very valuable and important by- 
product of the above method is the 
practical result of maintaining a larg- 
er number of successful groups of air- 
craft silderg in peace-time periods 
and who are so vitally needed in case 
of emergency. 

Matter of Contracts. 

“It appears to me that negotiations 
of contracts is, in the last analysis, 
only an unregulated form of old-fash- 
ioned cost-plus. 

“Negotiation is, in theory at least, 
an attempt to compensate contractors 
for what the government be'ieves to 
be the proper cost plus a profit. The 
‘government becomes the arbiter in the 
determination of cost, and it becomes 
involved in the responsibility for occa- 
sional misjudgments of cost predic- 
tion. 

Be orgie is based on anticipated 
cost ost prediction for design re- 
search and development is difficult at 
best, and procurement officers, who 
in the very nature of negotiated con- 
tracts, attempt to balance losses and 

rofits so that the ultimate result will 

quitable to the contractor and to 
the best interests of the government, 
find themselves under a grave person- 
al responsibility. 

“In negotiation there is always the 
liability of well-grounded differences 
of opinion as to what constitutes 
cost. The cost of carryover between 
contracts is difficult to provide for. 

“The problem of losses in building 
experimental aircraft has been a 
thorn in the side of procurement of- 
ficers and manufacturers for yéars. 

“The uncertainty of obtaining com- 
pensation for development work has 
faced manufacturers with the dilemma 
of curtailing needed development or 
losing money. The manufacturer who 
chose to spend money in his develop- 
ment usually found himself in a han- 
dicapped ‘position, as far as price is 
concerned, when seeking further busi- 
ness. 

“Any plan of procurement providing 
centralized specification and design 
which has been built up in the theory 
that the average manufacturer can 
produce them will result in mediocre 
airplanes.”

The bidding of the master player 
sometimes seems absolutely insane to 
the average onlooker, I do not mean 
the bidding on ‘most hands, but the 
bidding: w happens every now and 
then, There is nothing the expert ¢n- 
joys so much as to try, by making 
certain bids, to build up a situation 
and thus practically direct the subse- 
quent bids of his opponents. This fan- 
cy bidding occurs parton? in 

duplicate games when a 
player is willing to gamble for a top 
score. Even if his gamble goes wrong 
he can get only one bottom. 

On today’s hand, for instance, 
South, who was one of the nation’s 
ranking experts, made an amazing se- 
ries of bids. He decided that his best 
chance for a top on the board would 
be to get the opponents to take a 
costly sacrifice against a probably ‘n- 
makable game. Everything worked 
out the way South wanted it to—the 
opponents did take the sacrifice—and 
then Fate in the form of South's part- 
ner stepped in and spoiled everything. 
South had fixed his opponents but he 
had not counted upon his partner's in- 
terference, and instead of a top score 
South got a bottom. Despite the dif- 
ficulty of understanding South's amaz- 
ing bids, I still must criticize North 
for interfering, as South had bid the 
hand in such 4 manner that he should 
bave. been allowed to have the final

pletely misled by South's very 
strong bidding and. seeing an ab- 
solute maximum of three defensive 
tricks in his own hand. he decides 
that four hearts probably cannot be 
beaten and further that four spades 
will be penalized less than the 
value of the North-South game. 
6—South. who a moment ago reached 

the height of joy, now tumbles 
into the depths of despair. North's 
five-heart bid. in my opinion, is 
very bad. Admittedly North has a 
much stronger hand than he has 
indicated up to now but it is the 
very strength of his own hand 
which should have tipped North 
off to the situation. North should 
have realized that it was impos- 
sible, with both opponents: bidding, 
for South’s terrifically strong bids 
to be legitimate. Either South was 
being very fancy and doing somo- 
thing very peculiar or South held 
a hand which was tremendously 
strong distributionally if played ar 
hearts. If the latter were the 
case South of course could bid five 
hearts himself. At any rate North 
should have passed and let South 
take whatever action he wished. 

Of course South would have doubled 
four spades and defeated it very bad- 
ly. Instead. North played five hear‘s 
doubled and went down three tricks. 
South had created a tremendous swing. 
but North's meddling put the wrong 
side on the receiving end. 

The hand. unusual as it may ap- 
pear, does teach one sound lesson: 
Permit the hand which has taken con- 
trol—in_this case South—to keep it.

Education Chief in East Indies 
Here on Year’s T our of Nation 


Dr. B. Shrieke. general direcior 
of education in the Dutch East In- 
dies, is visiting Atlanta on an cx- 
tended survey of schools and colleges 
in the United States as a guest of 
the Julius Rosenwald foundation. 

Dr. Shrieke has obtained a year's 
leave of absence from his post ip 
Batavia. Java, to make the study. with 
the hope of drawing some valuuble 
conclusions and proposing improve- 
ments, particularly in negro eduea- 
tion. So far. Dr. Shrieke has vis- 
ited schools in New York, Washing- 
ton. Chicago and New Orleans, but his 
main werk is to be done in the south, 
the edneator said. 

“Tt is too early in my survey to 
draw any conclusions or make any 
new proposals.” said Dr. Shrieke in 
an interview Monday night, “but be- 
fore the year is out I hope to have 
something of value from my visits to 
negro schools in this section.” 

Dr. Shrieke'’s directorship in the 
Dutch East Indies covers a conglom- 
eration of nationalities, he said. Mix- 
ed with some 60,000,000 natives, about 
3,000.000 Chinese and a lesser num- 
ber of various other nationalities in- 
habit the islands. Whenever possible, 
Dr. Shrieke explained, the white peo- 
ple send their children to Holland

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


MAKING ICE. 

It is not much trouble for Nature 
to make ice—she can do it even on a 
snmmer day. When moist air rises 
high enough, snow, sleet or hail may 
be formed in it during July or Au- 
gust. This is likely to melt before 
reaching the earth, but hail often 
comes down even on a mild day. I 
have seen snow falling on a mountain 
ton in the middle of summer. 
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Part of an Ice-Making Machine In- 
vented in 1869. 


Clever men have learned to make 
ice even in warm weather; and we do 
not need to depend on what has been 
cut during the past winter from 
frozen lakes or rivers. The ‘so-called 
“natural” ice has not passed from use 
in our homes; but it seems oe pass- 
ing. “Home-made” ice is coming to be 
the thing of the day, and has grown 
more popular since electric ice boxes 
have become less costly. 

More than a century and a half 


_ago, a British scientist made ice with 


the help of a vacuum machine. This 
machine pumped air out of a tank 
partly filled with water. Some of the 
water was turned into vapor, and the 
rest of it was frozen. 
Other men worked on ice machines, 
but they did not prove very successful 


for a long period. In 1834 Jacob 
Jenkins worked out a system of com- 
pressing a liquid in pipes, and then 
turning it into a vapor, His plan was 
followed, in a general way, by later 
inventors; and it is the basis of most 
modern ice-making machines. 

A large “ice factory” was started 
at New Orleans in 1866, and it is 
noted as the first of its kind on this 
continent. Many others have been 
built since that date, and much ma- 
chine-made ice has been sold. 

The liquid most commonly used for 
ice-making in earlier days was am- 
monia, and it still finds a place in 
the industry. Sulphur dioxide has 
taken the place of ammonia to a large 
extent, however, and there are other 
liquids which do the work well. 

The cooling is brought about by 
taking heat out of the ice box. The 
liquid passes through pipes, and then 
expands until it is a gas. It is the 
gas which draws the heat from the 
place which is to be cooled. Later the 
gas is condensed back into a liquid, 
and the substance is used over and 
over again. 

Electricity supplies the power for 
most self-acting refrigerators, but gas 
has become important as well. A gas 
flame, plus liquid ammonia, hydrogen 
gas and a system of pipes work to 
cool an ice box, and to turn water 
into ice. What would ancient folk 
have said if they had been told that 
fire could help make ice!

Court Asked To Rule

U. S. Oil Code Invalid 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—()— 
Contending that an emergency does 
not create the power to deprive a citi- 


oil producers today asked the su- 
preme court to declare invalid the oil 
code and a part of the national in- 
dustrial recovery act. 

The brief, filed by the Panama Re- 
fining Company and A. F. Anding, an 
individual producer, was a forerunner 
of the fight to be staged in the high 
court on December 10 by producers in 
the east Texas oil fields. 

The contention put forward today 
was that an emergency, such as con- 
gress declared to exist, would not cre- 
ate power whereby congress and the 

president could “dictate to the citizens 
of a state how much petroleum they 
can produce during any period, and 
the minimum wage they shall pay 
their employes while producing it.” 

It-was proposed, the brief added, 
to prosecute criminally those who vio- 
lated orders of the president to carry 
out the oil code.
